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TO BE NAVAL BASE! 


The creation of .a great naval base 
on the bay of San Francisco, to be 
the central station for outht, equip- 
ment and departure of this country’s 
ships on the Pacific has been brought 
appreciably nearer by the European 
war. Rear Admiral Charles F. Pond 
of the Twelfth naval district, which 
comprises’ the Pacific Coast’s naval 
defenses from the Mexican border to 
the Columbia river, has laid before 
the department at Washington a gen- 
eral plan, the main features of which 
have been approved by Secretary 
Daniels of the general board, This 
plan is to build a naval base between 
Point Isabel and Point Fleming, 
which lie between Albany and Rich- 
mond. This base, when completed, 
will consist of drydocks, an inland 
basin, repair shops, magazines and 
equipment ‘stores for the complete 
housing, repair and outfitting of the 
Pacific fleet. This location being 
miles inside the heads and 
sixtecn miles inside the bar, would 
be beyond the range of the biggest 
guns of a hostile fleet. In conversa- 
tion with a Terminal representative, 
Admiral Pond said that active opera- 
tions may begin at any time owing to 
the uncertainty of the European sit- 
uation.

SHIP MAY SURPRISE ENEMY 
SAILING UNDER FALSE FLAG 


Washington.—For the German 
cruiser Emden to disguise herself by 
flying Japanese flags, was not con- 
trary to the regular recognized prac- 
tices of war, naval officials here 
pointed out. 

Before firing on a foreign ship, 
however, or committing any other 
hostile act, they say, the Emden 
would be compelled under interna- 
tional law, to haul down the foreign 
flag and hoist that of her own coun- 
try. 

No objection could be made, it was 
said, even if the Emden were to fly 
the American flag to disguise her- 
self, provided she took it down be- 
fore attacking a vessel. 


ONE-FOURTH OF BELGIAN 
COAST FORCE IS LOST 


London.—The correspondent of the 
Daily Mail in Northern France, deal- 
ing with the enormous sacrifices and 
the ‘devoted courage of the Belgians, 
says: : 

“Over 10,000 have been killed or 
wounded, which is quarter of their 
whole force operating in the coast 
battle. They have been defending a 
slip of territory from Dixmude to 
Nieuport, a region hardly bigger 
than a big German farm. 

“Nearly all of their injured have 
been wounded in the back. Never 
were wounds more honorable, as 
the bullets and shrapnel hit them .as 
they lay prone under’the hail of the 
steel volcano. Their fate is the 
tragedy of this war.”

Publication Has for Two Hundred and 

Fifty Years Officially Chronicled 

the History of the Island 
Empire. 

Modern newspdper enterprise has 
somewhat dwarfed the importance of 
the London Gazette, Britain’s oldest 
newspaper, which for 250 years hag 
officially chronicled the history of the 
country. Today it is practically only 
used for such announcements as the 
king’s birthday honors list and legal 
notices. Time was, however, when the 
Gazette was the only medium through 
which the public could learn any for. 
eign news or any public announcement 
which royalty and statesmen had ta 
make. 

Nowadays such announcements, 
while being sent to the London Ga 
zette, are simultaneously communi. 
cated to the more important newspa 
pers. Vat even today the London Ga 
zette is controlled by the government 
and a particularly watchful eye is kept 
on the advertisements in its pages 
which are regulated by law. These 
advertisements are mostly of an official 
or legal character, of which it Is nec 
essary to keep a record, and earn fo! 
the nation about $60,000 a year. Ne 
great manufacturer could obtain a pufi 
in its pages, even though he were will 
ing to pay $50,000 a line for it. Alto 
gether, the Gazette yields the country 
a profit of about $100,000 a year,:al 
though practically the only people 
who buy it are government officials 
and lawyers. 

One of the most curious facts regard 
ing the London Gazette is that while it 
is Britain’s oldest newspaper, it is alsc 
one of the youngest, in the sense thal 
it was fot until 1908 that it was. regis 
tered at the general post office for 
transmission by inland post as a 
newspaper. Previously it had been re 
garded cs a government publicatior 
only, and was dispatched “O. H. M 
8."—in this way escaping postal 
charges altogether. But apparently the 
government saw a way to reap a few 
extra halfpence by having it regis 
tered. rs 

The Gazette varies in size very con 
siderably. Sometimes it consists mere 
ly of one page, and sometimes of be 
tween four and five hundred, but the 
price always remains the same, viz 
ofe-siiting. » There was one memor 
able week in 1847, which was known 
as the “Railway Year,” when so many 
parliamentary notices had to be pub 
lished that the Gazette for the week 
totaled about three thousand pages. 

One of the most interesting numbers 
of the Gazette ever published was the 
Tiamond Jnhilea number, the whol¢ 
paper being devoted to an official rec 
ord of that historic celebration. 

As an illustration of the importance 
of the Gazette in the old days, fl 
might be mentioned that as recently 
as the Crimean war the Gazette was 
the first to publish that important item 
of news, the victory of Alma. At one 
time the London newspapers had tc 
wait for the publication of the Gazette 
in order to secure such news of public 
importance as the list of casualties 
which the war office in those days sen‘ 
direct to Fleet street. 

It is the proud boast of Messrs 
Harrison, who for more than one hun 
dred and thirty years published the 
London Gazette, that although kings 
and cabinet ministers contributed tc 
its pages during the time they pub 
lished the paper, and although thou 
sands of employees were engaged on 
the work of producing the Gazette, nc 
official secrets sent to them for publi 
cation have ever leaked out. 

The Gazette 1s probably the only pa 
per which returns the original copy tc 
{ts authors along with the proof. This 
is done in the case of communications 
from sovereigns and cabinet ministers

Waterproof Cement. 

It is said that the United States 
army engineers have long used the fol.

These are mixed and dried, 
and to them is added water in which 
has been dissolved three-quarters of q 
pound of soap to each gallon. This, it 
{s eaid, is nearly as strong as ordinary 
cement, and is quite impervious to wa 
ter, and does not effloresce. For @ 
wash, a mixture of one pound of lye 
and two pounds of alum in two gallons 
of water is often used.—Scientifie 
American.

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WHEAT FLOUR. 


Of the protein substances used for 
food none is of more importance than 
those contained in wheat. Next to 
rice, it is today the most largely used 
grain, 

The wheat berry is a fruit and not 
a seed. The actual wheat seed is the 
germ or embryo, a kidney-shaped body 
which is found at the base of the ber- 
ry and connected with the root 
through the placenta, which fs in ef- 
fect a cord joining the berry with its 
stalk. Botanists distinguish six skins 
on the wheat berry—epicarp, meso 
carp, endocarp, episperm, tegmen and 
perisperm. 


O 


Wrapped up and thoroughly sealed 
within these many skins lies the 
floury kernel, the endosperm, in Intl: 
mate contact with the {nner skin. The 
endosperm consists of starch gran- 
ules held in a network of minute fibers 
of gluten. This glutinous portion is 
of great importance to the baker, be- 
cause on its quantity and quality de- 
pends the “strength” or raising power 
of the flour. 

The placenta serves to filter the 
food which the plant sucks up from 
the ground. First the mineral and 
gluten skeleton is formed and then 
the berry fattens by extracting out of 
the air under action of sunlight the 
carbon necessary to build up the 
starches and sugar. A good dcal of 
the matter filtered by the placenta is 
mineral in nature and such portions 
as are uot digested 
crease. A grain of wheat is com- 
posed approximately as follows: Wa- 
ter, 12 per cent; protein, 13 per cent; 
fat, two per cent; carbohydrates, 71 
per cent; mineral salts, two per cent. 
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These mineral salts consist of potas- 
sium, sodium, calcium, magnesium, 
fron, phosphorus, sulphur, — silicon, 
chlorine, iodine and manganese. 


Until recent years the whole berry 
was broken up and triturated in one 
operation, and the flour necessarily 
contained a large proportion of branny 
particles, in which cvrealin, an active 
digestive constituent, was present ir 
very sensible propurtions. Unless the 
wheat was thoroughly matured an¢ 
dry it was difficult to produce a goo¢ 
keeping flour. ‘ 


The patent roller process crushes 
the berry in such a manner as to chip 
off the woody skins and flatten the 
germ. Thus their removal by me- 
chanical means is made easily possi- 
ble. In this way {s removed from the 
floury starch granules the bulk of the 
mineral matter and the digestive fer- 
ments. This makes a better keeping 


flour and gives clear, white bread and | 


eakes of fine texture, very attractive 
to the eve. Pitent process flour is 
graded as follows: First patent, sec- 
ond patent, first clear or straight, sec- 
ond clear and red dog. Ordinary or 
“straight flour” is the third; the fifth 
{gs chietly used in the arts and for feed- 
{ng animals. The rest of the wheat 
berry constitutes several grades of 
bran and shorts. The United States 
department of agriculture “standard” 
permits not less than 8.5 per cent pro- 
tein, or four per cent ash, and not 
more than 13.5 per cent moisture. 

The two per cent of mineral salts 
{in wheat makes the “ash.” WhHile the 
mineral contents of whole wheat are 
two per cent, the mineral contents of 
flne white flour are about one-half of 
one per cent The more thoroughly 
the mineral matter and the digestive 
elements are eliminated from flour, 
the whiter bread it makes and the 
better the flour keeps under all con- 
ditions of climate. 


Molsture and the diastase cause the 
catalyzers to work and digest or de- 
compose the flour. It is in just this 
difference between the contents of the 
whole wheat berry and the flour from 
which “the staff of life’ is made that 
undoubtedly will be found the key to 
much of our trouble. It is admitted 
that neurasthenfa—“Americanitis,” as 
{t is jokingly called by the rest of the 
world—is due to some type of ‘mal- 
nutrition,” meaning, in plain English, 
starvation—a lack of balance between 
the energy expended and that devel- 
oped. How much of this is due to our 
devitalized food? 


We do not know much about diges- 
tion; we do not know much about the 
cause of many diseases—cancer, for 
instance. 

The future field of medicine Hes 
along the lines not of determining how 
many organs may be removed from 
mankind without immediate destruc- 
tion of life, not in discovering the par 
ticular remedy required to overcome 
the distress resulting from some dis- 
eased condition, but in determining 
and teaching men so to live that they 
may prevent the lowered resistance 
that makes them subject to disease—

SOME FAMOUS SIEGES 


INVESTED TOWNS THAT LONG 
HELD OUT AGAINST FOE. 


That of Greatest Duration Was at 
Richmond, Which the Confeder- 
ates Defended for Four Years 
Gibraltar’s Great Exploit. 

The defense of Lfege by 80,000 Bel 
gians against three German army 
corps numbering 126,000 will go down 
to history as ofie of the most brilliant, 
feats of arms in the annals of war, 

says London Tit-Bits. 

The Franco-Prussian war of 1870-71 
was remarkable for its sieges. Bazaine 
held out at Metz against the Germans 
for nearly two months, and finally sur. 
rendered with 6,000 officers and 173, 
000 men. For this he had to submit 
to court-martial, and was sentenced 
to 20 years’ imprisonment. Afterward 
came the siege of Paris, which lasted 
six months. Thousands of shells were 
rained on the city: every day by the 
Germans, and no fewer than 40,000 of 
the inhabitants succumbed to disease 
and hunger. 

That lengthy sieges are quite possi. 
ble even In these days of huge guns is 
illustrated by Chukri Pasha’s gallant 
defense of Adrianople last year for 158 
days. Then there was the compara 
tively recent great siege of Port Ar 
thur in the Russo-Japanese war in 
1904-05, which finally capitulated after 
betng blockaded by Admiral Togo for 
210 days. The name of General Stoes- 
sel will rank with those of the great 
soldiers of modern times. 

In Ottoman and Russian military 
history there has never been a siege 
Hke that of Plevna in 1877, when Os. 
man Pasha defied the Russians for 144 
days, and finally surrendered on De 
cember 10, with 30,000 men and 10¢ 
guns, owing to provisions and am 
munition running short. In the same 
year Kars, long the bulwark of the 
Ottoman empire in Asia, was stormed 
by the Russians after a siege of five 
months. 

Twenty-two years earlier the for. 
tress had been brilliantly defended for 
eight months against the Russians by 
the “Turks under General Williams, 
who had but 15,000 men against 50,000 

Even these sieges, 
somewhat insignificant when com 
pared with some others. The long 
eat siexe occurred in the American 
Civil war, when the Confederates de 
fended the town of Richmond foi 
1,485 days, or just ovér four years 
Sebastopol, in the Crimean war, held 
out for 11 months, while General Gor. 
don defended Khartum against the 
Sudanese for 300 days. The sieges of 
Ladysmith, Kimberley and Mafeking 
in the South African war, lasted 120 
123 and 264 days, respectively. 

There is probably, however, no siege 
which Britishers like to read about sc 
much as that carried out by France 
and Spain in their endeavors to carry 
the Rock of Gibraltar, 1779-83. Alto 
gether the“siege lasted nearly fou 
years, and, as the world knows, re 
sulted in a complete triumph of Brit 
ish arms in spite of the fact that the 
enemy numbered 30,000 to 40,000 men 
while the defenders could only muste) 
7,000. 


European Harvest. 

The American tourists were equal tn 
value to a good harvest and this year 
there will be a loss to Europe. If the 
war continues into the ‘season next 
year this loss will be serious, from @ 
European point of view. It is estimat: 
ed that the tourists spend a thousand 
dollars apiece in their tour. Some go 
cheaper, others spend more. This year 
there were 120,000 in round numbers 
accounted for, and they probably spent 
more than the average, certainly 1! 
their losses on baggage and extortion 
ate discount of travelers’ checks are 
counted in, for there is a stack of 
trunks, suit cases and satchels at Co 
logne piled ten feet high around the 
cathedral, all belonging to Americans. 
Over 200,000 pieces of baggage had to 
be abandoned in flight. If the war cuts 
out the touring season next year it 
should gave at least $120,000,000 for 
home consumption. Americans will 
have a chance to see their own coun: 
try. If there were small hotels witb 
fare as good and prices as reasona: 
ble as are provided in Europe there 
would be many more tourists in this 
country at all seasons. 


Promises to the Recruits. 

A glance at the crowds at the re 
cruiting office shows that there is no 
need for the imaginative drawing up 
of advertisements of enticement to the 
colors, says the London Chronicle. By 
way of contrast one is reminded of 
earlier methods. Look at this appeal 
for young men for the light dragoons, 
which appeared in the Times of Sep 
tember, 1801: 

“Your pay and privileges equal two 
guineas a week; you are everywhere 
respected; your society is courted; 
you are admired by the fair, which, to 
gether with the chance of getting 
ewitched to a buxom widow, or brush. 
ing with a rich heiress, renders the 
situation truly enviable and delight: 
ful.” 

What young man could resist this!

Distress Financed by Lucky

A San Francisco real estate firm has | 


received a letter from a client telling : 
how he replenished his purse by risk- 
ing his last coin at roulette, when 
his appeals home for money were 
fruitless on account of conditions fol- 
lowing the breaking out of hostilities 
In Europe.

Petrograd.—xussian officialdom re- 
joiced at news that Turkey had be-| 


war. The development, it was de- 
clared, at last afforded an opportunity 
for a settlement of the Turkish ques- 
tion. Steps were being taken prompt- 
ly to meet the situation. 

Urgent orders were given the Czar’s 
Black Sea fleet to destroy the Otto- 
man war vessels engaged In opera- 
tions against Crimean and Caucasian 
ports. Troops were held in readi- 
ness for a long campaign. 

Communication with Constantonople 
was interrupted and no report had 
been received from the Russian em- 
bassy there. In a roundabout way 
came from the British embassy the 
prediction that Turkish participation 
in the war would involve all the 
Balkan states. Bulgaria and Ru- 
mania, it was believed, would strike 
at the Turks at once. 

The appearance of special editions 
of the newspapers announcing that 
Turkish fighting ships had attacked 
Russian ports and vessels was fol- 
lowed by a patriotic demonstration 
which eclipsed anything seen hitherto 
since the war began. 

Led by uniformed officers, a pro-| 
cession formed in the Nevsky Pros- | 
pekt and marched, waving Russian, | 
British, French and Belgian flags, to 
the winter palace, where patriotic | 
gongs were sung and speeches made, 

According to the war office, Ger-, 
many induced the Sultan to engage 
in the war ag a means of relieving 
the pressure upon their own and the 
Austrians’ lines in Galicia, Poland and 
East Prussia. 

Turkish troops, which have been 
on the Egyptian border for some 
time, already are reported to have 
crossed the frontier, while the Turk- 
ish fleet. continues to menace Rus- 
sian towns and shipping in the Black 
sea. 

Neither Russia nor Great Britain 
was unprepared for this move by 
Turkey, which, government officials 
say, was known to have been under 
the influence of Germany, and the 
allied powers have forces on hand 
ready to oppose a Turkish invasion. 

When the regular forces were 
withdrawn from Egypt to take part 
in the war in Europe, they were im- 
mediately replaced by troops from 
home, much greater in numbers, at 
least, and only last week they parad- 
ed through the streets of Cairo, mak- 
ing a splendid impression. 

The problem both for England and 
Russia, however, is the attitude of 
their Moslem subjects, who, under 
ordinary circumstances, 
fer not to fight against Turkey. In 
this war, however, they have rallied 
to their flag, as have all other races 
under British or Russian rule, and 
care is being taken to explain to 
them that in this case Turkey, under 
the direction of Germany, has been 
the aggressor. 


GERMAN OFFICIAL REPORT 


Berlin (via Amsterdam and _ Lon- 
don).—The German general head- 
quarters gave out the following re- 
port with regard to the situation in 
France, Belgium, Russia, Poland and 
Galicia: 

“Our attacks to the south of Nieu- 
port are slowly gaining ground. At 
Ypres the battle ig unchanged. 

“To the west of Lille our troops 
are making good progress. Several 
fortified positiong of the enemy have 
been taken. Sixteen British officers 
and 300 men, as well as four cannon, 
have been captured. 

“French counter attacks everywhere 
have been repulsed. A French bat- 
tery stationed before the Cathedral of 
Rheimg and artillery observers posted 
on the steeple of the cathedral have 
been bombarded. 

“In the Argonne region the enemy 


was chased from several trenches und 
some machine guns were captured. 


“To the southwest of Verdun se- 
vere .French attacks have been re- 
pulsed. In counter attacks our troops 
succeeded in breaking through the 
French lines to the main position of 
the enemy, which was occupied. The 
French suffered terrible losses. 

“To the east of the Moselle all the 
attempts of the enemy have been re- 
pulsed. 

“In the northeastern theater of the 
war our attacks are progressing. Dur- 
ing the last three weeks 13,500 Rus- 
sians, thirty cannon and thirty-nine 
machine guns have been taken. 

“In the southeastern war arena the 
Situation is unchanged.”

The British cruiser Monmouth was 
sunk, the Good Hope was badly dam- 
aged, and the Glasgow was forced to 
take refuge in the harbor of Coronel, 
where she is interned. 

The victorious squadron, composed of 
the armored cruiser Schanhost and 
Gneisenau and the light cruiser Leip- 
zig, Dresden and Nurnberg, apparently 
escaped serious injury.

FAVORABLE IN FLANDERS 


Paris.—Paris regards the situation 
in Flanders as highly favorable. In 
official circles there prevails an air 
of satisfaction surpassing the im- 
pression created by the official com- 
munications. The second visit of 
President Poincare to the battle front 
is regarded as a good sign, and” is 
taken to presage important develop- 
ments. 

Military critics regard the prolonged 
assaults of the Germans along the 
Yser as having failed and they ex- 
pect that the enemy, following their 
custom, will now make another ef- 
fort elsewhere. The great activity 
in upper Alsace during the last few 
days suggests an attack from that 
quarter. 

It is declared here that all the 
yerman wounded at Saint Louis have 
been taken across the Rhine, and 
that all applications for safe con- 
ducts in upper Alsace have been re- 
fused. - 

Winter hag made its presence felt 
all along the battle line. The last 
few nights have been very cold, and 
in the Vosges a heavy snow has 
fallen, stopping the German opera- 
tions there. On the rest of the line 
the cold has not interfered with the 
fighting. 


San Francisco.—A voluminous brief 
has been filed by attorncys for Maury 
I. Diggs asking a reversal of the 
“white slavery” verdict against him 
in the lower court on grounds of 
misconduct of judges and lack . of 
corroboration of the testimony of 
Marsha Warrington and Lola Norris. 


San Francisco.—At the third call 
for bids’ for the building of the Twin 
Peaks tunnel four were received and 
the big project will go forward with 
out furthew delay. The successful bid 
was that of R. C. Storrie & Co, who 
underbid the original bid of Hans 
Pedersen of Seattle by $103,000. 


Stockton.—It was a bitter disap- 
pointment for Quong Yat Fong, a rich 
San Francisco merchant, when Coun- 
ty Clerk Graham refused to give him 
and Miss Lillian Franklin of San 
Francisco a marriage license. The 
law of California prohibits marriage 
between the white and yellow races. 


Bakersfield.—Writing war songs 
that all Canada is singing, and that 
the soldier boys are carrying with 
them to the front, Miss Zada Stephen- 
son, a beautiful and accomplished 
Bakersfield girl, has made a name for 
herself in Canada.

“Several trains filled with cannon 
and submarines, bound from Ger- 
many to the Belgian coast and des- 
tined for the proposed attack on the 
English coast, have passed Liege, 
but have been stopped at Bruges un- 
til further notice, the attack on Eng- 
land having been postponed until the 
| present battle is decided. 

“Germany has prohibited the im- 
portation of Dutch newspapers into 
any part of the German Empire.” 

The fighting in Flanders and in 
France has been but a repetition of 
that which has been going on for 
;days past. The Germans have con- 
tinued to push their attack which 
aimed at placing them in possession 
of the French coast ports, but, as 
before, it has been a ding-dong af- 
fair, first one side making progress, 
only to lose the ground gained the 
next night or day. 


70,000 BURIED ON FIELD 
OF BATTLE OF MARNE 


Esternay, France.—Parties of Ger- 
man soldiers separated from the main 
bodies of troops during the German 
retreat from the Marne are still hid- 
ing in the woods in this vicinity. 
The French armies passed on, and 
there are too few soldierg left in 
this part of France to hunt down 
the German stragglers. They live on 
the country, but otherwise commit no 
depredations, 

Along the whole countryside peas 
ants who have returned point out 
burial places of those who fell in 
the fierce fighting in this neighbor- 
hood and for sixty miles to the east. 
The dead were buried by 800 Paris 
firemen, assisted by 600 civilian la- 
borers. It is said that the tally kept 
by the firemen shows that 70,000 dead 
were buried, about 30,000 of them 
French. The greatest slaughter was 
in the marshes near Sezanne. Fif. 
teen thousand dead were buried in 
long trenches at the bottom of a 
wooded hill.
